"Tis alfo as plain and evident, That Piety, Virtue, and an 
honeft Way of Living, are not only of abfolute Neceflity to their 
pinefs both Here and Hereaft but are neceflary alfo to the 

Baie and Security of all other People whatfoever: In as much as 
there is no Body but may ftand iNeed of their Help, or be 
liable to receive Injuries from ‘them. . 

But that which ought ‘more efpecially to: be the Beginning, and 
End of Chriftian Charity, is the Glory of God, andthe Good of 
Mankind. And thefe great and moft defirable Ends cannot be by 
Perfons more univerfally and effeGually fecured, than by 
to the Chriftian Education and ufeful Bringing-up of

Therefore there having of’ late been feveral Schools, called-Cha-
